HAT there is, and for ſeveral Years hath been, a Voluntary Contribu- 
tion made by the Skippers and Keel-men, Imployed by them, and 
other Hoaſt-men and Fitters in New-Caſtle aforeſaid, about' the Deli- 
vering, Loading of Coals Aboard of the Ships in the River Tyze, out 
of their Wages, for certain Charitable Uſes ; which was begun and continued 
in a great meaſure by the Encouragement given by the Hoaſt- men, and others 
concerned in the Coal-Trade at New-Caſtle, to the good Inclinations of their 


Servants the ſaid Skippers and Keel-men to ſo Pious a Work. | 855 


THAT there being, now depending, in this Honourable Houſe, a Bill for 
the ſettling and better Regulating the ſaid Charitable Contribution under the Title of a 
Bill, For Erecting a Corporation for the ſpeedy Finiſhing the Hoſpital, and Eſtabliſhing, 
Perpetuating, and Management of the Charity of the Skippers and Keel-men of the 
Town and County of New-Caſtle upon Tyne, there are {ome Clauſes in the ſaid 
Bill, which the ſaid Hoalt-men humbly conceive, will Subject them and other 
Hoaſt-men and Fitters (if the ſaid Bill be Paſſed into a Law) to the Pay- 
ment of the ſaid Contribution, in ſome Caſes, out of their own proper Monies, 
and to the Penalties for the Non- payment thereof; and of other the Sums to 
be Paid by them, in Purſuance of the ſaid Bill. 


THAT altho' they have, from time to time, Paid and Applied the Money 
received or retained by them out of the Wages of the ſaid Skippers and 
Keel-men, for making the ſaid Contribution with the Privity, and by the 
Direction of the Governing Part of the ſaid Skippers and Keel-men, from 
the beginning of the faid Contribution, which was about Twelve Years ſince ; 
Yet now, by this Bill, the ſaid Hoaſt-men are to be liable to an Exami- 
nation and Account, not only for the Sums they ſhall receive or retain, but 
alſo for the Sums they have received or retained, out of, and from the Wa- 
ges, of the Skippers and Keel-men, for the -purpoſe aforeſaid, and to be Ex- 
amined upon Oath concerning the ſame. 5 


WHERE FO RE, and for as much as it will be a great Inconvenience 
and Hindrance to the faid Hoaſt-men in their Trade and Buſineſs, and ſeems 
to be Unreaſonable, That they ſhould in any Caſe be in Danger of being 
Obliged to Anſwer the ſaid Contribution out of their proper Money, and 
ſhould be ſubject to Account, and to an Examination upon Oath concerning 
the ſaid Contribution, as well for ſo long time paſt as for the time to 
come; and alſo to be ſubject to Penalties in ſuch Cafes as are mentioned in 
the ſaid Bill, and which are to be Levied in ſuch Summary Way as is 
appointed by the Bill, all which is out of the Common Method Ordinarily Uſed, in 
| Caſes relating to Wages, Owing by Maſters to Servants, and will be a Conſidera- 
ble Diſadvantage and Prejudice to them in the Management of their Trades. 


THE . aid Hoaſt-men humbly pray, That they may 
be heard by their Council at the Bar of this 
Houſe, againſt the ſaid Clauſes contained in the 
ſaid Bil, before the ſame do Paſs mto a Law.
